ERIC was activated in 1964 but began 
operation in 1965. 

It was established to fill what was 
recognized as a serious gap in the 
flow of information from one school 
or part of the educational community 
to others. The Office of Education 
moved into the field of information 
retrieval when it realized that tens 
of millions of dollars invested in 
educational research in previous 
years had made little impact on 
practices in schools and colleges 
in classrooms, and in laboratories. 
The uncollated research findings and 
undisseminated reports of procedural 
successes and failures naturally had 
no effect on decisions made by 
educational institutions and 
administrators. Furthermore, most 
school people had no time to fish 
out the answers from the flood of 
literature engulfing the field.
